Money’ What crimes have been 
committed im your name? Arson, 
scbbery. counterferting, murder, 
lorgery, extortion and blackmail and 
what 6 worse, a sentence of a ldetime of 
labor fer the benefit of someone else 
Mankind has prostituted itself for its 
possess9on, and has bec! and cheated in 
the process. 

We extol the wealthy and recognize 
the power that money has grven them, 
while the poor remam wretched and 
unsung. Yet “blessed are the poor”, 
the church ptously says, whether in 
“apirit” or not, but takes great pams to 
maintain its power, prestige and wealth. 

Money dehumanizes its users. Go to 
ay supermarket with its plethora of 
attractively chsplayed goods to induce 
you to buy more than you need, and 
spend more than you can afford; the 
cash register fotals your purchases, you 
hand ower the cash, the caster hands 
you the change and deft! packages the 
goods, the street door automatically 
opens and you are out. You can spend 
all day ¢ you wished, wandering around 
the assies amongst! the gnods dplayed 
for eale, but when you get to the cash 
desk speed seema to be of the essence. 
few words a any are spoken. The 
cashier might pust as well be the one 
pound of marganne you have just 
purchased. The social relationship 
completely impersona!. You are 
alienated, and dehumanized. 

Through the aben intermediary, 
money. man sevs hyve wil and hss 
telabonsivp with athers as a cash 
transaction. “la it a good buy?”, as in the 
mind of the purchaser “Can ] qgyp him 
without him knowing”, @ wn the mend of 
the seller, With supermarkets, it's large 
colortul boxes wth small contents, 

udd ounces or new metnc kiograms 
thas only a cakculator coukd unlathom 
thery awe unaginary inlleted bet prices 
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and lower selling prices, to enduce a 
purchase. Inflation causes further 
headaches 


Money ia a cancer m the soul of man. 
He has made a god of # and a cult of #, 
and in the proceas ia ruining haa own 
personal Ife. It 6 true money satishes a 
need, but man sees goods and services 
as 80 many cash items. “How much 
will it cost”, is a thought which is ever 
present with him, and with good cause 
he is wary and mstrustful when making 
a purchase. If the purchase involves all 
has life savings, hke the down payment 
on a house he intends to purchase, it ts 
understandable that he can become so 
worned and tense that he could have a 
nervous breakdown, and sometimes 
does. People have become ahenated in 
hus eocia! relationships, for all the 
Qualtties in the social production of 
goods: buildings, houses, machines, 
computors, clothes and food. etc., on 
which man has labored, are attributed 
to money. “Money built #, or money 
made it”, yet money was only the cash 
payment. 


Money is the universal equivalent. It is 
the commodity that circulates aff other 
commodifhes, and it 1s bought and soi 
on the open market. A workar is also a 
commodity. s:milar to the sausages, salt 
and marganne, etc., he buys from the 
supermarket and his price comes in the 
form of wages, but unlike other 
commodtes he produces more than he 
receives back in the form of wages 
When there is a large surplus of other 
commodities they are often destroyed 
to keep the price up in order to maintain 
a bgher rate of profit. No profit, no 
busmess. Capitalism «= the cause of 
war , and when there is 4 large army of 
unemployed. the poasibihties of ware 
are much stronger. When there is a 
large army of unemployed and a worker 
becomes unproductive, the poasibilties 
of war are stronger. Dunng a war, the 
fact that there ts a shortage of labor and 
therefore a dumand for it, sends up the 
price of man the commodity, which 
governments try to offeet by passmy 
lewe in parkament, and by appealing to 
pamotism A worker is subject to the 
same laws of supply and demend as any 
other commodity He @ tcheted, 
docketed and has a4 social security 


number, He is treated as a statutic by 
thoee who govern us. What gester 
insult and ajwnation than ths, bu 
workers in the main are not aware of 
this 

Since money purchases anything and 
everything, it has become omnspotent 
The lack of rt can drive men to suscde 
and people starve without it in a world a 
abundance. Money ia the intermediary 
between human kfe and sustenance. 
Without # we are lost, with it we facee 
harsh cold world. 
Gold yellow, ghittenng, precious god?

What s property’? Ths 3 not 80 ample 
a qurenan to anewe: Witness the 
sem between Marx and Proudhon. 
The latver had proposed thet “property 
6 the(t”. Proudhon wed understood that 
property dows not orapnate mn nature. It 
the product of a eoviety where reign 
telehonshups of powe:, violence and che 
appropsiation of the labour of others 
Onty, 2 w said thet property is theft 
while theft only defined with reteren e 
to orcperty, then th s to turn round in 
ch cles 
The problem becomes more 
compbcated whe: you go on from 
ruperty to the abobtion of property 
Should all property. whether usvolving 
means of production o1 nersonal 
poseessiuns, be abokshed? Should it be 
Gone selectwely? Should there be e 
‘a6-cal break wath al property and 
inything that resembles it? 


Communsm chooses this last 
Proposition. It is not a question of 
transferring property titles but of the 
srmple disappearance of property. In 
revolutionary society no one will be able 
(0 “use and abuse” a good because they 
are ms owne:. There wil be no 
excephons to this rule. Buildings, pina. 
plots of land will no longer belong to 
anyone, or # you like they will belong to 
everybody. The very idea of property will 
rapidly be considered absurd. 

Will everything then equally belong to 
everybody? Will the first comer be able 
to put me ou of my house, take my 
clothes or bread from out of my mouth 
rust hec ause | will no longer be the owne: 
of my house, my clothes or my looa? 
Certamly not: on the contrary, each 
person's material and emotional securtty 
all be strengthened. It 6 samply that it 
will not be the right of property tha! wil 
be invoked as a protec ton but directly 
the interest of the person concemed 
Everybody will have to be able to saltety 
their hunger-and be hni-sed and clothed. 
at thew convenmunce Everybody will 
nave to be anie to be in peace. 


from ecercity to abundance

bourgecss will ash irancialh, There's no 
magx avout it We will be able to make 
abundance appear because it ws already 
here under our feet It is not a question of 
Creating it but simply of bberating it. It is 
precisely capnal, through submitting 
men and naturo to its yoke lor many 
ceniunes, thal has made abundance a 
possitulity. It s not that communism fs 
suddenly going to produce abundance 
but that capitalem artifically maintains 
scarcity 


ln communist society goods will be 
freely available and free of charge The 
organvation of society tuo its very 
foundations wil be without money. 


How can we prevent wealth being 
gasped by some at the expense of 
others? Won’ our socety, after a 
moment of euphoria while paopie help 
themselves to exueting resources, nek 
sliding into chaoa and inequality before 
sinking into disorder and _ terror? 


In developed communist society the 
productive forces will be sufficient to 
meet needs. The frantic and neurotic 
desue to consume and hoard will 
disappear. It wil) be absurd to want to 
accumulate things: there will no longer 
be money to be pocketed nor wage 
eamers to be hired. Why accumulate 
tins of beans or false teeth which you 
won't use? 

In this new world people will not have to 
constantly pay and keep accounts in 
order to feed thenwelves, travel about or 
amuse themselves. They will rapidly loee 
the habit. From this will spring a feeling 
of being genuinely iree. People wilt feel at 
home everywhere, Not being constantly 
under surveiiance they won't be 
tempted to cheat. Why seek to le or 
build up secret stocks when you are 
certain of being able to have your All? 


Gradually the sentwment of property 
will disappear and will appear 
retrospectively as somewhat odd and 
mean. Why cling fo an object or a 
person when the whole world is yours? 


The new man wif resemble his hunting 
and gathering ancestor who trusied ina 
nature whch saupphed him freely and 
often abundantly with what ne needed to 
Bwe and who had no worry for the 
morrow, over which in any case he had 
no control.

A special A.B.C. Radio series 19973 
broadcast lectures on “Marxism - its 
Theory Practice and Development.” 
Ths series was later put out in book 
form under the tithe of “Marx and 
Beyond”. 

Ten leading Australian schotars took 
part and one prompter All ten were 
professtonalhy vague and ambiguous. 
They didn't appear to be concealing 
anything at all. They simply didn't know 
anything of the basics of the subject 
which they were all so learnedly 
ducoursing 

The prompter, (Malcolm Long) tells of 
the disiusionment felt by Marxists at the 
falng to preces of the 3 Internationals.

teform dominated “Internationals” 
Marx hnmnself disbanded the Ist of these. 
And the S.P. of GB. repeatedly gave out 
warning to the workmg class as to the 
futinty of these 2 latter self styled 
“Internationals”. 

So to which “Marxists” was prompter 
Malcolm Long refernng when he speaks 
of thetr disillusionment? 

During his research into Marxian 
iterature and history over this penod 
B71 - 943, Long, wih exquisite 
teinement faved to notice the “Socialist 
Standard” reqular month by month 
publication extending in an unbroken 
line from 1904.
